DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see "Remarks", filed 3/16/09, with respect to the 35 U.S.C 
112 second paragraph rejections of claims 1 and 11 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The 35 U.S.C 112 second paragraph rejections of claims 1 and 11 have 
been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of the record, Hassibi et al. (U.S. 6,801 ,579) discloses providing a set of at 
least 2 m nxn matrices that represent fixed-point-free groups (but not extensions of), 
each said matrix, including n 2 matrix elements, where m is a positive integer and n is an 
integer greater than 1 . The prior art of the record therefore fails to teach or suggest 
alone or in combination: providing a set of at least 2 m nxn matrices that represent an 
extension of a fixed-point-free group, each said matrix, including n 2 matrix elements, 
where m is a positive integer and n is an integer greater than 1 ; as recited in claims 1 
and 1 1 . The extension of a fixed-point-free group is a super quaternion set or a union of 
the fixed-point-free group and at least one coset determined by an algebra in which the 
fixed-point-free group resides (specification, page 4, lines 13-18), and compared to prior 
art, the claimed method and system for transmitting data, transmits digital data with a 
lower bit error rate (BER) at a given signal-to noise ration (SNR) (specification, page 5, 
lines 14-17). 
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Claims 1-12 are allowed over prior art.
